She has had many years of success, and some may say 
that, now in her fifties, it’s time she slowed down and left the 
stage to younger performers. But the truth is that Madonna 
5 still puts on an amazing show and her tours continue to 
sell out. 

She’s had more top ten hits than Elvis Presley and is the 
most successful female recording artist in history. To say 
that Madonna is a celebrity is an understatement: she’s a 
10 veritable pop icon.

IAN USHER has sold his whole life on eBay, including 
the car, the hammock, and the barbecue. 

On days when the Earth seems to be turning in the 
opposite direction to me, I have thought of leaving it all 
5 behind: home, job, the city I live in. But actually going 
through with it? That takes guts. 

Step forward Mr. Ian Usher, who has sold his life 
on eBay. The 44-year-old sold his house in Australia 
(three-bedroom), car (1989 Mazda 929), kite-surfing 
io gear, hammock, spa, motorcycle, jet ski, BBQ, DVDs, 
job (as a rug store assistant in Perth), PlayStation, and 
friends. 

Yes, Melanie, Em, Paula, Marty, Baxter, Andy, Karen, 
Dazz, and the others were included in the deal, 
is The point was to leave everything behind, and Mr. 
Usher walked off with only his passport and wallet in 
his pocket, to “get on the train, with no idea where I am 
going or what the future holds for me.”

You can have it if you like!” was how he explained 
things on his website, www.alife4sale.com. 

“I am still not sure whether this is inspired craziness, 
complete foolishness, or just some kind of mid-life 
25 crisis,” he said. 

Of course, at the root of it all was a girl. 

He “met and married the best girl in the world” (her 
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name’s Laura). But after twelve years together he was 
“hit with a bolt from the blue” - the details of which he 

30 won’t discuss. They separated two years ago and this - 
the sale of a life - is his attempt to start afresh. 

Cynics could argue that he is after the book deal, the 
movie money, or just a short spell in the spotlight of 
fame. 

35 Certainly others who have undertaken similar schemes 
in the past have profited. John D. Freyer sold his life 
in 2001 (item by item, rather than as a job lot). Then 
he sold the book of the sale of his life - All My Life For 
Sale.

man to ski solo to the North Pole. He dragged a 180-kilogram 
sledge over 2,272 kilometers through Arctic conditions 
described by NASA at the time as some of "the worst since 
records began." This year, as well as planning an imminent 
return to the Arctic, Ben plans to ski solo from the Antarctic 
coast to the South Pole and back in the fall, carrying all his 
supplies on his sledge - 2,880 kilometers, 200-odd kilograms, 
minus 40 degrees Centigrade.

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Mind games 

AS SERENA WILLIAMS strides out onto the tennis court, most people will 
assume that her air of confidence derives from the knowledge that she 
is a super-talented and experienced player who's at the top of her game 
and can thrash most opponents with her eyes closed. But for this tennis 
5 champion, it's much more complicated than that. Her winning formula 
includes tying her shoelaces in the same way, using the same shower 
cubicle before each match and bouncing the ball five times before the first 
serve and twice before the second. 

Like many other professional sports people, Serena Williams is 
10 relentlessly superstitious both on and off the court. But what would 
happen if she came up against the equally ritual-bound Serbian star. Ana 
Ivanovic, who avoids stepping on the white lines of the court and used 
to bounce the ball only once before serving, but lost that habit and now 
bounces the ball exactly four times? Whose rituals would have the upper 
15 hand? 

Ana Ivanovic believes that rituals are comforting, especially when she's 
traveling and away from the things she's used to. She says, "I am on the 
road ninety percent of the year, so I miss the comforts that someone living 
at home enjoys. It's nice to have some rituals to fall back on." 

20 But there may be another explanation, more to do with the type of 
person who gets to be very good at sports. There's nothing very rational 
about devoting every moment of your youth to perfecting the ability to hit 
a ball inside a white line. Only those with the ability to focus obsessively 
on a single, otherwise useless skill, will ever succeed. Most of us have come 
25 across people like that once or twice and let's face it, they're always a little 
crazy. 

Romanian soccer player Adrian Mutu apparently once declared, 

"Curses cannot touch me because 1 wear my underwear inside out." 

And during the 1998 World Cup, it was reported that the entire Romanian 
30 team bleached their hair blond, to break a jinx put on them by the 
Romanian church. 

But David Beckham, renowned for his perfectionism on the field, 
appears to take these rituals a stage further. He has to have everything 
just right at home as well. Beckham explains, "I have this obsessive 
35 compulsive disorder where I have to have everything in a straight line 
or everything has to be in pairs." Beckham reportedly spends hours 
straightening the furniture at home, apparently buys exactly twenty 
packets of Super Noodles on each visit to the grocery store and wears 
a new pair of cleats for every game. His wife, Victoria, has had to get 
40 used to his ritualistic ways. She says, "Everything has to match in the 
house. If there are three cans of Diet Pepsi, he'll throw one away because 
it's uneven." 

In the soccer world, fans are just as attached as players to their strange 
pre-game habits. Some will wear the same clothing to a match if that outfit 
45 brought victory in the previous game. Others will always try to sit in the 
same seat at every game, believing this will bring the team good luck. 

Superstition may be rife in professional sports, but other professions 
are not immune. Musicians and rock stars are renowned for their pre-gig 
rituals, of which here are a few: group hugging, saying prayers, chanting 
50 affirmations, stretching, doing crazy dance routines to Michael Jackson 
tracks, singing the national anthem, drinking large amounts of whiskey ... 
oh, and Prince always eats a bowl of his favorite popcorn before going 
on stage. 

They're a superstitious bunch, these sports and music stars, and they 
55 share a secret: their success is nothing to do with talent, practice, or hard 
work. It's all in the mind.

If Thomas Krens, the newly-appointed director 
of the Solomon R. Guggenheim Foundation, had 
not gone jogging one April evening in 1991, his 
brainchild, the Bilbao Guggenheim - a metallic, 

5 post-modern, space-age museum - would almost 
certainly never have been built. 

From the moment you leave the airport and wind 
through the green hills of Northern Spain towards 
the ochre-brown 19 th Century city of Bilbao, the 
10 Guggenheim Museum can be glimpsed in the 
distance, like a shiny, modern toy surrounded by 
hideous urban sprawl. 

What on earth possessed the Guggenheim 
Museum to come to a place like Bilbao? The story 
is goes something like this. 

Bilbao is Spain's fourth largest city: a tough, 
sprawling, former shipbuilding community that 
faces out onto the Bay of Biscay. In the 1980s, the 
Basque regional government began a redevelopment 
20 program for the city. They commissioned the best 
and the brightest in the international architectural 
world to design a new subway system, a new airport 
terminal, a new congress and music hall, and a new 
railway station. But, in order to cement the city's 
25 growing global reputation, they wanted an art 
museum. 

In 1991 Basque officials approached the 
Guggenheim Foundation and met Thomas Krens, 
the fourth director in the museum's six-year history. 
30 Krens was eager to establish a European base for 
the Guggenheim and with this ambition in mind, he 
came to Bilbao.

But there was a problem. Krens could see at once 
that the site chosen by the city council for its new 
art museum, a former wine-bottling warehouse in 
the center of town, was a non-starter. Krens had two 
models in his head - the Pompidou Center and the 
Sydney Opera House. Both buildings had demanded 
an extraordinary amount of space, and Bilbao, an 
overcrowded riverside city, did not seem to have 
the space. 

Then, by chance, Krens found the ideal site. An 
athletic man, he went out running one evening. 

His route took him past the Jesuit University 
overlooking the River Nervion, and it was here that 
he noticed, at one of the many curves of the river, a 
semi-derelict waterfront zone which was perfect for 
what he wanted to achieve. 

The site was approved in a week, and Californian 
architect, Frank Gehry, was chosen to realize the 
project. 

Gehry immediately fell in love with the eccentric 
Basque city and the place Krens had found for him 
on which to build the most important building of the 
century. 

He says now, with affectionate laughter, "What 
is it? A dirty river and a bunch of run-down 
buildings." Yet he reveled in the chaos and dirt of the 
post-industrial environment, and was determined 
not to change anything about the waterfront site. 

The Bilbao Guggenheim dominates the city at 
every turn. It is a contemporary art museum like 
no other, and a building that must rank as one of 
the eight wonders of the modern world. It's worth 
a visit - and there are some interesting works of art 
inside, too.

FRIDA KAHLO was born in Coyoacan, Mexico in 1907. 
However, she claimed her birth date as 1910, the year 
of the Mexican Revolution, saying that she and modern 
Mexico had been born together.

My father didn't like him because he 
was a Communist and because they said it was like an 
elephant marrying a dove.” 

Soon after she met Rivera, Kahlo began to dress in 
25 traditional Mexican clothes. In particular, she chose the 
regional costumes of the Tehuana women of southern 
Mexico. The full skirts, shawls, braided hairstyles, and 
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heavy jewelry that she adopted were worn partly to 
please Rivera, and partly to conceal her thin leg and 
scars from her terrible accident. Yet it was also a political 
statement in support of her Mexican heritage. 

Frida and Diego had a stormy relationship. Her husband 
was often unfaithful and even had an affair with Cristina, 
Frida’s younger sister. Frida also had extramarital affairs, 
including one with Leon Trotsky when the Russian 
revolutionary was exiled from the Soviet Union. 

In January 1939, she traveled to Paris where she met 
Picasso. The Louvre purchased one of her self-portraits. 

In April, on her return to Mexico, Frida and Diego 
began divorce proceedings. Frida was devastated and for 
a while stopped wearing the traditional Mexican dresses 
that Diego loved so much. Ironically, she painted some 
of her most powerful works during her separation from 
Diego. The couple remarried in December 1940. 

Frida was never able to have children. She said, “My 
painting carries within it 
the message of pain.” 

And when asked 
why she painted 
herself so often, 
she replied, 

“Because I am so 
often alone” 

She died in 
July 1954, barely 
two weeks after 
taking part in 
a Communist 
demonstration.

JOURNALIST, Neil Boorman, was obsessed with 
designer brands but realized that the more he 
spent on expensive branded goods, the more 
miserable he became. So he decided to burn all

life for a year. He then wrote a book. Bonfire of 
the Brands , about his experience. The following 
is an extract from his book. 

If you and I met at a party, you would probably 
10 ask me what I do for a living, what town I live 
in, perhaps the school I went to - the kind of 
questions that would help you to build a picture 
of who I am. I might ask the same of you, but 
probably I wouldn't be listening. It's more likely 
15 I'd be looking at the label on your jeans, glancing 
at your shoes, eyeing your cell phone. These are 
the things that really tell me who you are. And 
considering the amount of time and money I 
spend on choosing the clothes I wear and the 
20 objects I carry, I sincerely hope you would notice 
the same things about me.

A third, "Are you into Michael 
Jackson?" I answered yes to them all, even though 
the truthful answer was no.

They were 
just plain blue gym shoes that Mom had bought, 
for playing in the backyard. At once, a roar of 
40 disapproval broke out among the group. "Where 
did you get those from? A thrift store?" 

Looking at the boys in bewilderment, I noticed 
for the first time that they all had similar shapes 
on the sides of their sneakers - checks and 
45 stripes, Like the ones on basketball players' shoes 
on TV. It wasn't just their shoes: crocodiles, 
eagles, and tigers sat on the breasts of their 
T-shirts, and every single boy seemed to have the 
same school bag with a leaping puma in silver on 
so the side. I slunk away, dejected and confused. 
From that day on, I resolved to be like them, if 
not more so.

between the two agents. But a study carried out into the effects of product_

Jerry Harrall, 46, lives with his wife, Kay, and their children, Penelope, 

14, Royston, 12, and Molly, 10. Their home is an earth-sheltered 
eco-dwelling he built himself. 

Jerry: "Although we have no heating, the temperature remains between 
18 and 21°C. Occasionally we get called Teletubbies or Hobbits, but 
we're not underground - we're in a one-story house covered in earth. 

I think we've created an environment of serenity and tranquillity that 
demonstrates to the children how we can have a comfortable life without 
reliance on fossil fuels. 

One side faces south with a lot of glass, so we have a high level of 


daylight. The rest, including the roof, is covered in two to ten feet of 
earth planted with ivy, which reduces the rate of heat loss and acts as 
sound-proofing.

MOREL 

Walter Morel is the head of the family. A miner, he was once a humorous, lively man, but over time he 
has become a cruel, selfish alcoholic. His family, especially Mrs. Morel, despises him. 

He is not interested in the arts or even in his work, which for him is just a source of income. He is a 
man who lives for whatever pleasures he can find in eating, drinking, and his bed. At first a warm and 
passionate man, he later becomes rough and brutal to his family and fights with them verbally and 
physically. 

THE MARRIAGE 

Gertrude Morel is from a good family. She is unhappily married to Walter, and she redirects her 
affection to her sons, her only passion in life. She wishes she weren't the wife of a miner. An intellectual, 
she feels that society has limited her opportunities, another reason why she lives through her sons. 

It is hard to imagine how quiet, sensitive Gertrude may have been attracted to Walter in the first place, 
but Lawrence set out to show how opposites attract, as well as repulse. The relationship is a disaster: 
Walter is irresponsible with his family and drinks his wages away. 

Another feature of oppositions explored here is how contradictory human nature is. Morel is usually 
heartless and detached, but he sometimes shows flashes of concern and love for his family. 

This passage is taken from the second chapter of the book, and Gertrude is about to give birth to her 
third child. She is 31 years old and has been married for eight years. 

BACKGROUND 

This novel is largely autobiographical and was sparked by the death of Lawrence's mother. Here, he 
re-examines his childhood and his relationship with his mother. The roots of Sons and Lovers are clearly 
located in Lawrence's life. His childhood coal-mining town of Eastwood becomes Bestwood and Walter 
Morel was modeled on Lawrence's hard-drinking, irresponsible father, Arthur, who was also a miner.

The auxiliary verbs be, have, and do are used to form 
different verb structures.

Part 2: Articles 

No article 

You don't use articles with proper nouns such as places, 
people, and companies. 

Ian Smith is from Toronto. He works at IBM. 

Exceptions are when the article is part of a name ( The 
USA , The BBC , The Beatles). 

As the indefinite article means "one," you don't use it 
with plurals or uncountable nouns. He had lots of ideas, 
but not much money. 

Indefinite article a!an: introducing 

You use a/an when you first mention new people, places, 
or objects. There was a tourist from the USA. 

Definite article the: referring or identifying 

You can use the when referring back to a person or thing 


that has already been introduced. The tourist took a picture 
of a fisherman. (We have already been introduced to the 
"tourist.") 

You can also use the when the person or thing is shared 
knowledge. The sun shone brightly as he looked out at the 
ocean. (It's obvious which sun and which ocean.) 

Back reference and shared knowledge can combine. He 
took a picture. The click of the camera woke the man up. 
(We know that to take a picture you need a camera, and 
that most cameras go click.) 

note You don't usually use the definite article with 
plural or uncountable nouns. Tigers are endangered. / Time 
is money.

Part 1: Relative clauses 

Non-defining relative clauses 

You use non-defining relative clauses for two main 
reasons. You can either comment on the whole of the 
main clause or you can give some extra, non-essential 
information about the person or thing you are talking 
about. Compare the following: 

He's going out with Julie, which I can't stand. (= a 
comment on the whole of the main clause) 

He's going out with Julie, who I can't stand. (= a comment 
or "extra information" about Julie) 

You always begin a non-defining relative clause with 
a relative pronoun, and you separate it from the main 
clause with commas. 

You don't use that with non-defining relative clauses. 
You always use which when introducing a comment on 
the whole of the main clause. 


(cleft sentences) 

Defining relative clauses 

You use defining relative clauses to identify exactly 
which person or thing you are talking about. When the 
relative pronoun (who, that , or which) is the subject of the 
relative clause you can't leave it out. I like friends who 
never let me dozen. 

However, when the relative pronoun is the object of the 
relative clause you can leave it out. He's got a job that he's 
really interested in. or He's got a job he's really interested in. 
note You don't need another object pronoun. ... he's 
really interested in. (not ... he's really interested in it. ) 

A You can never leave out whose. That's the man whose 
dog bit my son.

Future time clauses (if, when, as soon as ...) 

When it is clear from the main clause that the sentence 
is about the future, you don't use a future form in 
the subordinate clause. When I graduate, I'm going to 
concentrate on my music career, (not When I will graduate , 
...) / It'll be a miracle if she passes the exam. 

(not ... if she will pass the exam .) 

Other conjunctions which introduce subordinate clauses: 
after, as soon as, before, once, the moment, the minute, unless, 
until.

Unit 12 Participle clauses. Nouns and quantity expressions 


Part 1: Participle clauses 

When a present or past participle forms part of a relative 
clause, it is possible to leave out the relative pronoun 
(who, which, etc.) and auxiliary verb be. We live in a house 
located downtown. (= We live in a house which is located 
downtown.) 

These are known as "participle clauses" or "reduced 
relative clauses." As with other relative clauses, there are 
both defining and non-defining participle clauses. 


Defining participle clauses: The man walking down the 
street is my neighbor. (= The man who is walking down 
the street is my neighbor.) 

Non-defining participle clauses contain extra, non- 
essential information which is separated from the main 
clause using commas. His house, built in the 1930s, needs to 
be redecorated. (= His house, which was built in the 1930s, 
needs to be redecorated.)

It was day two of my first ever North Pole 
expedition back in 2001.1 was 
twenty-three years old. There were two 
people on this expedition: me and a 
guy called Pen Hadow, who was very 
experienced, so he was really teaching me 
how to survive in the Arctic, and it was the 
morning of day two. We'd just taken down 
our tent and started skiing. Pen was in front, 
navigating, and I was following his tracks, 
dragging my sledge and I started getting 
a very strange feeling that something was 
wrong and I wasn't sure to start with. It 
felt like I'd forgotten something important. 

1 couldn't quite figure out what wasn't 
right and I stopped and turned around 
and looked behind me. Looked back along 
our tracks and saw a polar bear, walking 
towards us. 

Now r , early in the spring, at the very 
start of the expedition, and this was very 
early March, 2001. Polar bears have been 
hibernating through the winter so they are 
hungry. They've just woken up, they are 
looking for breakfast and we are wearing 
black clothing. We probably look a bit 
like seals, which is what bears normally 
eat. Bears are also the largest land-based 
carnivore in the world, so they are quite big, 
scary predators. 

And 1 turned around and shouted at 
Pen, who was in front. Luckily he heard me, 
and our bear drill swang into action. Now 
we'd practiced what to do once in the car 
park of a cafe just before we left the UK, and 
the theory is that we had to stay where we 
were and try and convince the polar bear 
that we were bigger and scarier than, than it 
was. 

As I have said, they are big creatures - 
the heaviest adult male ever recorded was, 

I think, just over a thousand kilos, so a ton. 
They can move at nearly fifty kilometers per 
hour if they want to. Now our top speed, 
pulling sledges, was about three kilometers 
per hour, so we knew there was no way we 
could outrun the bear, so we had to stay 
where we were, try and look big, and scare 
it away. 

Pen was in charge of the gun. We had a 
shotgun that we'd bought in Russia. That 
was his job. My job was to look big and to 
take off my skis, hold the skis in the air, 
make lots of noise, try and frighten away 
the bear. And Pen loaded the gun with two 
cartridges. There are two barrels in the gun; 
closed the barrels, pulled the triggers - there 
are two triggers, one for each barrel of the 
gun - click, click, and he said, "The gun's 
jammed." And I looked at him. He reloaded 
the gun - two more cartridges, pulled the 
triggers, click, click. He said, "The gun's 
still jammed," and everything went into 
slow motion.

The bear is walking towards us. Pen is 
reloading the gun again with a fifth and 
sixth cartridge. We had twelve cartridges 
to last eight weeks, so Pen is now halfway 


through our supply of ammunition. He 
pulls the first trigger, click, and then he 
walks around his sledge towards the bear, 
and I remember thinking, "Wow, Pen's gone 
mad, completely. He's going to get eaten. 
What do I do?" 

And I couldn't - I felt quite calm and I 
couldn't quite think what to do. I thought 
maybe I could throw a ski at it or try and 
stab it with a ski pole or something, and 
then the bear stopped. Pen stopped. Bang. 
The gun, the gun goes off in the air. Big 
cloud of smoke, and 1 think it surprised 
Pen and me more than it surprised the bear. 
The bear looked up, looked down, turned 
around and walked off, and Pen turned 
round and said, "Quick, get the camera and 
take a photograph," and that was when 
suddenly I felt r^pllv scared and nervous. ^ 
couldn't even fUndO thejzip on_the sledg ep * r . 
That was the' morning of the seconcLcfay 
of this expedition. We were out there for 
two months - fifty-nine days, but we never 
saw another bear that close. 

One of the surprising things I've seen 
and one of the ways that the Arctic is 
changing - certainly in my experience - is 
that there is less and less evidence of polar 
bears being there at all. In 2001 we saw 
many, many sets, dozens of sets of polar 
bear footprints - of tracks in the snow in 
that expedition which lasted two months. 
Three years later I went back to exactly the 
same point - I followed the same route and 
I saw three or four sets, where three years 
before we had seen thirty or forty sets. So 
there is a lot less evidence of bears being 
around, which is tragic.

P: A recent survey revealed that only 38% 
of us would be motivated to do more 
exercise if our life depended on it.

I've been working 
around the Washington area for some 
thirteen years now, so inevitably, I do 
sometimes get recognized, but by that 
time it's too late for the management 
to call in another chef or change the 
serving staff.

When it was complete, the 
stones would have been carefully laid 
out as a circle with a horseshoe in the 
center. Two types of stone were used - 
sarsen and bluestone. The huge upright 
stones are sarsens weighing up to forty 
tons each. Then the inner circle is made 
up of bluestones, and they weigh a 
mere four tons each. The bluestones are 
so-called because they turn blue when 
they get wet. 

Stonehenge is, without a doubt, one of 
the greatest engineering achievements 
of pre-historic times. The stones were 
huge, and not a single one can be found 
locally One can only marvel at the 
phenomenal effort involved in bringing 
the stones here. 

Tm joined by Richard Jones, an expert 
in Stonehenge history, to tell us about 
the latest theories about how the stones 
were brought here, and why. 

Richard, these huge upright stones, 
the sarsens -1 suppose they were 
dragged across the land? 

RJ: They would have been dragged, yes, 
from the Marlborough Downs, about 
twenty miles away to the north of here. 

OB: And the bluestones, they were, they 
came from Wales, is that right? 

RJ: From South West Wales, from the sunny 
mountains of South West Wales. Yes, a 
good 250 miles away from here. . 

OB: So there must have been some really 
powerful reason for them to situate it 
here? 

RJ: Yes, there must have been a very good 
reason to bring them all the way here. 

It couldn't have been easy to get these 
stones in place - they didn't have the 
wheel at that time. In fact, it must have 
taken them years. 

OB: But the reason why it's located here 
remains a mystery. 

RJ: Absolutely. Something drew them to 
bring all these materials here, to this 
place. Why they brought them here, no 
idea. And you know, if you put twelve 
archaeologists in one room, you'll 


have twelve different theories - but 
we will never know for sure because 
Stonehenge was built before written 
history began. So we don't have any 
written evidence of a motive, a reason 
for why Stonehenge is here. 

OB: All we can do is speculate. No one 
really knows what went on here, and 
I've got a feeling that Stonehenge will 
always keep some of its secrets.

The big stones look like a doorway. The 
shape is very similar to those found in Japan 
at the entrance of some of our temples. I 
think it must have been a kind of temple, a 
religious place.

Well, apparently, the stones are aligned with 
the sun and the moon at certain times of 
the year - the solstices and the equinoxes. 

So I think it might have been a kind of 
prehistoric calendar. But it couldn't have 
only been a calendar. It was more important 
than that.

Then there's another group of 
archaeologists who think that the bluestones 
may have had special properties, and that's 
why they brought them all the way from 
Wales. Personally, I think it may have been a 
kind of healing place.

The double portrait, Frida and Diego Rivera , 
was completed in 1931 and was probably 
based on a wedding photograph. When 
they were first married in 1929, Diego was 
forty-three years old, and Frida was 
twenty-two. He was a celebrated artist; she 
was an unknown art student. 

The physical difference between the 
couple is striking in this portrait - he is tall 
with enormous legs rooted to the ground 
by heavy work boots. By contrast, she is 
tiny and wearing doll-like shoes. She almost 
looks as if she's floating next to her 
larger-than-life husband. 

With his palette and paintbrushes in his 
right hand, Diego Rivera is portrayed as 


an artist. Tn fact, at the time Frida painted 
this portrait, Rivera was the most famous 
artist in the Americas. The couple is holding 
hands, but you can see in the way Frida is 
tilting her head towards her husband that 
she seems to be deferring to him and giving 
him a place of importance in the portrait. 

Diego is wearing a blue work-shirt, thus 
defining him as a working-class craftsman. 
Frida is dressed in traditional Mexican 
clothes, wearing a long green dress and a 
red shawl. These are in fact the colors of the 
Mexican flag. 

A bird holds a ribbon above their heads, 
and on the ribbon are written the words: 
"Here you see us, me, Frida Kahlo with my 
adored husband, Diego Rivera." 

Let's move on to the second exhibit. 
Self-portrait with Cropped Hair. 

The relationship between Frida and 
Diego was a stormy one. Self-portrait with 
Cropped Hair was painted shortly after they 
had separated, following Diego's affair with 
Frida's sister. In this portrait, she looks like 
a man with her heavy single eyebrow and 
cropped hair. She's wearing a man's shirt 
and a baggy suit, which looks as if it might 
have belonged to her former husband. She's 
sitting on a wooden chair with strands of 
her hair lying all around her. Diego loved 
her long hair and traditional Mexican 
dresses, so Frida painted this portrait as a 
sort of revenge for her husband's affair. 

Finally, we have Roots, a portrait painted 
later on in 1943. In Roots, Frida is wearing 
an orange dress and lying on a dry barren 
landscape with roots and leaves growing 
out of her body. With her elbow resting on 
a pillow, she looks reasonably comfortable. 
In fact, in this painting, Frida does not 
appear to be anguished as in many of her 
self-portraits. She often goes back to the 
theme of nature, and here she seems to be 
nourishing the Mexican earth. This painting 
was completed after Frida married Diego 
Rivera for the second time. The couple was 
unable to have children, and Roots expresses 
Kahlo's desire for fertility and to be a part of 
the life cycle.

I: Trevor, let me start by asking you what 
gave you the idea for the clockwork 
radio? 

TB: Well, I was sitting where 1 am now 
looking at that television over there, 
and I was um actually watching a 
program about the spread of AIDS in 
Africa, and they said the only way they 
could stop this dreadful disease cutting 
its way through Africa was with the 
power of information and education. 

But there was a problem. Most of Africa 
doesn't have electricity. The only form 
of electricity available to them was 
in the form of batteries, which were 
horrendously expensive. And so I said 
to myself, hang on, hang on. Now, this 
is where dreams play an important part 
in everybody's life. Um, the beautiful 
thing about a dream is you can do 
anything you like in your dreams, right?

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because I could see myself listening to 
some raunchy number by Dame Nellie 
Melba on my wind-up gramophone, 
mmm? And then I am thinking to 
myself, blimey, if you can get all that 
noise by dragging a rusty nail around 
a piece of old bakelite using a spring, 
surely there's enough power in that 
spring to drive a small dynamo which 
in turn will drive my radio, and so I was 
stirred enough to get off my backside 
and go to my, my shed and actually 
find enough parts to actually start doing 
those first primitive experiments ... 

I: And, um, how long did it take you to 
design a prototype from the idea? 

TB: Well, from the actual, from the concept 
to, er, having the first in-a-box model 
out there it would have taken me two 
to three months, I guess, so yes, it took 
about two or three months. 

I: So you got, you got the prototype, how 
easy was it from that point on? How 
easy was it to find a backer and set up 
production? 

TB: Well, first things first. 1 did know that 
there are these thieves about that will 
steal your idea. So I found a lady called 
Jackie Needle, a patent attorney, and I 
said to her "Jackie, I want to write up a 
patent, can you help me?" So we did a 
search and couldn't find any clockwork 
radios of the kind that I had done, and 
she filed for a patent to me, for me, and 
therefore then I had a starting date, as 
it were. Now 1 knew that nobody pays 
you for a good idea, but they could 
pay you for that piece of paper, so then 
I went round every British company 
I could think of with a confidentiality 
agreement, and they all talked down 
to me. "Oh yes, I think we're, I think 
that we are working on something like 
this, aren't we Johnny?" You know all 
that old sausage. Um, T mean it was so 
humiliating ... and in the end, quite 
frankly after about three or four years 
of this, I thought, I have had enough of 
this. Why do I need this? I was 
fifty-six or something when this 
happened. So I was given a chance 
through the BBC World Service to 
meet up with the guys from the BBC 
Tomorrow's World program, and they 
said, "Come on, we'll do the story." 

I: So the whole thing got off the ground. 
How long was it then before the 
production of them started? 

TB: Well, the important thing was funding. 
The Tomorrow's World program was seen 
by a fellow in South Africa, a chap from 
a company called Liberty Life. He came 
to my house here, and we sat out there, 
and he said, "Look, um, we can help 
you make this happen, provided we can 
share in its success." I said of course, 
and so we formed a company called 
Baygen, Baylis Generators, and he wrote 
a cheque for three-quarters of a million 
pounds whilst 1 was in this room. 

I: And how many radios are produced 
each month? 

TB: Well, I'm sure they might tell me 
differently, but I'm sure they must be 


doing 200,000 a month. 

I: And finally, what advice would you B: 

give to someone who had a good idea? A: 

TB: Don't go down the pub and tell 
everybody about it. That's the first 
thing, right? Get on to the Patent Office. 

Get their literature, and read all about B: 

it, right? Nobody pays you for a good A: 


idea, but they might pay you for a piece 
of paper which says you own that idea. 
But remember, somebody might already 
own that idea, so you must do a search 
first. There's no excuse afterwards.

This one's more difficult because there are 
very few clues here about the type of person 
who lives in it. I think it's a man because 
there are hardly any personal objects on 
display - for instance, there aren't any 
family pictures around the place. 

But there's plenty of evidence to 
suggest that this is a successful career 
person, someone who spends most of his 
time traveling. There isn't really enough 
furniture to make this look like a home. 
There are a couple of leather and chrome 
chairs which are probably Italian and worth 
a lot of money - he certainly has good taste 
and may work in advertising or the media. 

I think this is somebody who doesn't 
actually spend much time at home, and 
when he does, he's obsessively neat. You 
only have to look at how his DVDs are 
organized on the shelves to see that he likes 
things to be in order. The lack of decoration 
suggests that he wants to be ready to pack 
his bags and leave at short notice. 

He has little time to socialize, except 
in a working context, and probably never 
entertains at home. He's single, and may be 
the kind of person who has problems with 
commitment in personal relationships.
